the Cuban government. It Is probable, 
however, that the administration will 
not allow Cuba's failure to act in re- 
gard to the Platt amendment to Inter- 
fere with the effort to secure tho rati- 
fication of a reciprocity treaty. Presi- 
dent Roosevelt was not at all discour- 
aged by the failure of congress at the 
last session to grant the desired re- 
lief, and It will make a strong recom- 
mendation on the subject In his an- 
nual mesasge to 
congress' 
next 
month. 


Promised Aid 


Immediately after the adjournment

EQUIPMENT MUCH IMPROVED 


Five Rooms Now Given Up to the 


Work Under the Charge of

the other parts of the work.

there • are thirty-two benches, all. of 
them made by the pupils, a complete 
set of tools and machinery for wood, 
iron and steel working, as well as 
drafting1 benches, tables and all oth- 
er necessary paraphernalia. 


To Make Exhibit 
Next week an exhibit will bo plac- 


ed in the window of Klmball's furni- 
ture store which will give an Idea 
of what Is being done in the manual 
training department. 
A number ot 
pieces of furniture, and other articles 
whrch have been made by the pupils 
and taken to their home, will be res- 
urrecteii to show the public. 
An ef- 


fort will be made to give a fairly com- 
plete idea of what the work amounts 
to.In December as has been usual in 
the past, an exhibit will be sent to 
Milwauke for a 
meeting of 
the 
teachers' association of 
the state. 
Those who saw the "articles 
which 
were sent to Milwaukee last year 
said that it surpassed the display of 


. any other school in the state. 


A Fine Machine 


In the past few years 
the school

All of the tools used in the Iron 


working department are made there. 
Hammers, tongs, chucks, and all

the turning tools for the lathe arc 
samples of the students' workman- 
ship. 
When a tool becomes past use- 


fulness it is remade. 


In the wood working department a 
book case is now being made for the 
Adams school. 
In workmanship it 


compares favorably with a book case 
of the same pattern at any furniture 
store In the city. 
Similar book cases 


have already been turned out for the 
use of the other schools, among them 
the Webster and the Jefferson schools. 


An Excellent Workman 


Some of tne pupils have attained an 


unusual degree of proficiency. 
Mr. 


Brace says of George Simmons, who 
made the gavel which was presented 
for the use of Mayor Richardson, that 
there Is not a man In the city who 
can do better work.

the course to make mechanics.

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NEW LAWS ASKED 


FOR BY HUNTERS 


COMPLAIN AGAINST THE USE OF 


SCULL BOATS. 


CUSTOM AT LAKE KOSHKONONG 


Men Who Hunt Merely for Sport, Are 


at a Disadvantage Under Ex- 


isting Conditions. 


There seems to be a growing feel- 


ing among the shooters that visit 
Koshkonong, and who are not able 
to run a scull boat, that something 
must be done by tbo legislature to 
abolish this form of hunting before 
they can get a chance to kill a duck. 


Tbe hunting from scull boats as 


now conducted on Lake Koshkonong, 
Is all right for the scull boat hunter 
and does, not scare tbe ducks In their 
feeding grounds, nearly as much as 
a blind. stuck out In some Isolated 
bunch of rushes. • 


The law now allows the hunter to 


set his decoys not more than two hun- 
dred feet from any bunch of rushes 


• that would" wholly or partially conceal 


the hunter, and pursue the ducks to 
the decoys In a boat. 
This law ould be all right if the 


hunters would be reasonable about 
it. that the market hunters and others 
who make a business of duck shooting 
'are not satisfied to run things In a 
reasonable way. 
' The great trouble comes from the 
number of decoys used and the way 


' they are set out In tho lake. 
Almost 


every hunter about the lake that has 
hunted ducks for any length of time, 
has from one hundred and fifty to 
two hundred decoys and In sonie cases 
even more. 
These hunters go to the 
lake early In tho summer and stake 
out the choice points, then when the 
ducks arrive two or more of them 
•will get together and set out their 
flocks of decoys In a long 
string 
alongside the outside of tho rustics, 
and in some cases cover a space n 
quarter of a mile-In length. 
They 


then go back to tho thick rushes and 
nm out to any part of the flock that 
the ducks happen to settle In. 
By 
this means two men 
occupy 
an 
amount of territory that several men 
•who shoot from blinds might occupy. 
It is very unfair and shuts out the 
man who hunts for sport,- and practi- 
cally turns the lake over to the mar- 
Ttet hunter. 
In order that the hunter 


who is not able to run a scull can 
get a chance to do a little shooting. 
It will be necessary to abolish the 
use of floats and make the hunters 
shoot from blinds or natural cover. 


It would be an easy matter for the 


game wardens to stop the sculling 
and the use of floats as a sneak boat, 
by having a law passed declaring any 
hoat with a scull hole In It a nui- 
sance and liable to seizure, and not 
allowing the hunters to paddle or row 
on ducks that light on the decoys. 


The use of floats under the present 
existing law does not disturb the birds 
in their feeding beds. 
When 
the 


ducks light among the decoys. 
the j 


hunter runs out and makes the shot" 
and Is soon back ashore or In the 
thick rushes out of sight. 
There 
is nothing but a flock of decoys left 
out In the lake and these do not alarm, 
the passing 
flocks. 
Another thing 


that Is really in favor of the present 
•way of shooting Is, that no ducks 
are shot at by the scull boat hunters 
unless they light among the decoys 
and he Is able to-run" up to them. 
With blind shooting In a great num- 
ber of cases, the hunter shoots at pas- 
sing ducks, when there Is no earthly 
show of killing them and only fright- 
ens them and makes them wild. 


Tbe present law might be all right 


If It was amended and each hunter 
allowed to use only a certain num- 
ber of-decoys, and that no two flocks 
should be set within a certain dis- 
tance of each other. 
This would 


shut'out two or three scull boat hun- 
ters joining 
their flocks together 


and having one big bunch. 
By this 


•means the gentleman that wishes to 
use a blind could have some show 
to'"get out where the ducks fly by 
and get once In a while a shot, in- 
stead of sitting back In the rushes out 
cf the way and watching the other 
fellow shoot.

The Woman's Improvement league IH 


the outgrowth of the Hay Hldsu Head- 
Ins Hub, which has met v.-eekly on 
Thursday uiurnlftpi for llftecn years, 
says the New Yorl; Tribune. Until hint 
June thu club had conllned Itself to lit- 
orary matters and oeeaHlonal luneheons 
and lectures, but the unkempt condi- 
tion of certain neighboring Htreets led 
Its members to consider means for bet- 
tering conditions. The day the public 
schools closed the society was olllclally 
organized, nnd the members left the 
flrst meeting; in carriages for Hying 
trips to the Huhool.4 In order to get hear- 
ings with the children before they 
should be scattered for the summer. 


Eight awards were offered—llrwt. sec- 


ond and third prizes of $.'», Sit and $2 re- 
spectively, for the greatest Improve- 
ment In the back yards and the same 
for front yards to the 'middle of thc» 
street; S3 for the best window box In n 
home where there M-^S no ground to 
cultivate and S3 for the largest number 
of contributing members added to the 
club. The children were to do all th<» 
work of thu yards. About fifty chil- 
dren entered the lists. 
Visits were 


made by members of the club about 
July 1 to the houses of all the enrolled 
competitors nnd conditions were care- 
fully noted. Suggestions for lnylnx <>nt 
and planting the gardens were also 
made. 
Hounds were again made be- 


fore the opening of school to note tap 
change. 


A condition of the test was that the 


competitors must not only keep their 
gardens free from weeds and disorder 
and their plants In healthy condition, 
hut they must also pick up paper, old 
cons and nil rubbish wherever they saw 
It scattered In the streets. To Insure 
success In the last undertaking an ap- 
peal was sent to the authorities for 
rubbish cans to be placed at school- 
hoiisoa nnd at the Junction of certain 
streets. The appeal was heeded prompt- 
ly, and the receptacles are now dotted 
through Bay KIdge. 


The most thickly populated blocks of 


Bay Itldge are madu up of two family 
houses, and It was for the benefit of 
children occupying the second floors of 
such buildings that the prize for window 
boxes was offered. This effort has met 
with less enthusiasm. Landlords ob- 
ject to the placing of window boxes In 
tenement house windows, as they dis- 
figure the sills. The neighbors on lower 
floors, too, are likely to remonstrate, 
against the dripping of water over 
their windows from upper floors. Then 
If tho houses hnvo blinds tho boxes 
furnish nn obstacle. It Is probable that 
hereafter prizes will be offered for 
thrifty house plants. 


So far about $SO In ten cent annual 


fees 1ms been brought In by tho young- 
sters, meaning an added membership 
to thu league of about 200. The chil- 
dren themselves constitute the associ- 
ate members of the league and the 
grown ttps, who pay the 10 cents year- 
ly, the contributing members. Each 
child wears u button bearing n device 
In the form of a tre<> ami the legend, 
"Improvement League." 


Other committees of tho league are 


devoted 
respectively to sanitation, 


cleanliness, the care of trees, of now 
streets nnd the gaining of better trav- 
eling facilities for the population. The 
chairman of the sanitation committee 
tracks strange odors to their sources 
and reports unsavory conditions to the 
powers that be. The president both of 
the league nnd of the reading chili 
heads the tree committee. She has ob- 
tained from the authorities a perma- 
nent permit for the league to trim and 
tend all trees, with thu permission of 
their owners, without further license. 
This committee discovered that certain 
pipes were being placed under thu side- 
walk of Third 
avenue Instead of 


through the middle of the street, thus 
making the successful planting of trees 
along that thoroughfare an Impossibil- 
ity. Word was sent to thu borough 
hall, and the pipes were laid In their 
proper place. The widening of Third 
avenue necessitated the removal of the 
large old trees lining It. The new street 
committee sees that whc"i thorough- 
fares arc cut through tho work Is con- 
tinued until they are passable for vehi- 
cles. 


In speaking of their work recently 


the treasurer of the organization said: 
"The prizes offered by the Woman's 
Improvement league of Hay Uldge to 
the school children of that district for 
the most, carefully kept yards have 
proved a wonderful stimulus to the 
young gardeners. In some cases plots 
that were In the worst condition when 
school closed art unions the best kept 
now. The parents of the children have 
shown the greatest enthusiasm In the 
effort, and their encouragement to the 
Klrls nnd boys has been of the greatest 
old." 


BANKERS MEET AT 


NEW ORLEANS 


AGREE ON NEED OF NEW LAWS 


No Division on Necessity fop Legisla- 


tion, but Diversity of Opinion 
on 


Methods—Congressman 
Fowler to 


Explain Terms of His Bill. 


( New Orleans, La., Nov. 
12.—Tho 


many hundreds of bankers In atten- 
dance at the twenty-eighth 
annual 


convention of the American Bankers' 
association In this city are for tho 
time being typical examples of tho 
strenuous life and of business men In 
politics. 
There Is an atmosphere of 


extraordinary hustle around tho lead- 
Ing hotels where bankers from the 
Atlantic are shaking hands with those 
from the Pacific, those from the great 
titles of tho north with their hosts of 
the new south, where presidents of 
great city banks are doing their best 
to convince the. country bankers that 
they are really Interested In their wel- 
Jare. 


There is equality, fraternity at this 


convention, and also politics. 
This 


convention is divided 
over 
Issues 


which, generally speaking, array the 
east against the west, the bankers of 
the country against those 
of 
the 
cities. 


Vital Issues. 


It Is anticipated that there will bo 


such a clashing of flashing Ideas ns 
has never before been known In a 
national bankers' convention. The Is- 
sues to be settled are considered vital, 
nnd worthy of a battle royal. 


The great issues aro branch banks 


and 
assets 
currency. 
Generally 


speaking, the cast favora them, while 
the wist Is opposed to them. 
Tho 


bankerj of tho great cities are friend- 
ly to them; those of the country op- 
posed to them. Ncai-ly all the west- 
ern state conventions of bankers hnvp 
passed resolutions bitterly opposing 
the Fowler bill, while the eastern state 
conventions', on the other hand, have 
nearly all indorsed tho Fowler bill. 


Fowler to Speak. 


Charles W. Fowler will try to con- 


vlnce the bankers of tbe west that 
they have misjudged his bill and ought 
to support It at the next session of 
congress. 
Mr. Fowler will he sup- 


ported In his arguments for branch 
banks and assets currency by Horace 
White, the veteran eJhur of the New 
York Evening Post. Opposed to these 
'wo will l>e Charles O. Dawes of Chi- 
cago and C. A. Pugsley of Now York, 
also a member of congress. 


Favors Elastic Currency. 


The feature of the opening session 


was Comptroller Ridgely's address on 
"The Changes In Banking Conditions." 
It was a diplomatic masterpiece. In 
that, while It favored crnets currency 
and sympathized with branch banks, 
it waa not offensive to those opposed 
to such propaganda. 
Mr. Rldgely's 


speech was In the main a roamrma- 
lion of the "sate middle ground" plan 
suggested In his last report, except 
that he was more specific In his sug- 
gestions. 
He advocated an "elastic 


currencyt" to bo furnished by an addi- 
tion to the present bank note circula- 
tion covered by bonds of an amount of 
uncovered notes equal to CO per cent 
of their surplus, with a graduated tax 
against them and facilities for re- 
demption. 


He carefully avoided use of the-term 


assets currency In designation of elas 
tic currency. 


No Banking Trusts. 


Mr. Herrlck opened with a tribute 


lo J. P. Morgan as a type of banker 
which had amazed the financial world, 
and then In tho course of his address 
raid that trusts, In the common ac- 
ceptance of te term, had not Invaded 
banking, and that combinations to 
control the business had not been or 
could not' be formed. 


"The greater the force of the trust 


movement In the direction of over- 
capitalization." he said, 'the readier 
the country will be to look upon banks 
and bankers as champions of Inde- 
pendence In business and 
as 
safe- 


guards of conservatism." ' 


Mr. Hcrrick said public confidence 


In bankers had grown much stronger 
In recent years and promised a steady 
progression In the future.

CUBAN TARIFF TREATY 


IS CAUSING CONCERN 


'Island Government Has Made Prac- 


• tlcally No Move Toward Giving 


Effect to Platt Amendment. 


, .'Washington. 
Nov. 12.—Senator 


Platt of Connecticut, chairman of the 
senate committee on relations with 
Cuba, who Is now in WaghlnRton. will 
call on tbe secretary before he leaves 
town to learn what progress tias been 
made In the negotiations with the Cu- 
ban government In regard to a reci- 
procity treaty. The general fact Is 
well known that the treaty was some 
time ago drawn up, but that there Is a 
question of the rate of tariff remis- 
sion to be allowed 
by the United 


States In favor of Cuba. This matter 
will be a subject of discussion be- 
tween Senatpr Platt and Secretary 
Hay. They will Immediately begin tho 
task of assisting the president to 
carry out his well-known, policy of se- 
curing, tariff concessions 
for 
Cuba 


along substantially the same lines as 
were urged during the last session. 
The belief of the leading officials of 


• the administration and of Influential 


members of the senate Is that several 
of those sensators and representatives 
who were most conspicuous In oppos- 
ing the proposed tariff concessions last 
spring will not be heard In opposition 
to this policy when" tho matter Is 
brought up In congress next winter. 
Tho tariff proposition Is embarrassed 
In the minds of certain members of 
the senate Cuban committee by the 
fact that the new republic has done 
absolutely nothing toward negotiating.
